It is impossible to conceive politics forty years 
ago handling a veteran of the civil war in the fash- 
ion in which politics threatens to handle Col. San- 
born. The veterans would have chased the men 
responsible into the political brush.

The 
politicians would not have dared to attempt it. 

There were times when it was thought that the 
G. A. R. was too much in politics and exercised an 
influence too self-centered, but if the veterans had

‘country all the defects of this political influence 
were trivialities. 

If there is no other way in which such a patriot 
as Sanborn can be assured decent treatment the 
army of 1917 will have to organize a vigilance com- 
mittee.

Not Knocking Anybody.

VITAMINES. 

N determining the value of foods, is it 

necessary to know how many calories 

they contain, how much protein, car- 

bohydrates, and fats. All this is so 
well established that in some states the 
law requires that in the case of cattle 
feeds information on these points be car- 
ried on the label. But, in addition, it is 
important to know how much mineral 
salts the foods contain and how much 
vitaminea. 

The subject of vitamines is a new one 
and much cofteerning them remains to 
be discovered, but 4 dozen or more labor- 
atories are working away feverishly try- 
ing to supply the missing data. One of 
the vitamines is that which prevents 
scurvy. On this very important subject 
a lot has been learned this year. 

Summer milk is a very much better 

antiscorbutic than winter milk. When 
cows are fed dry feeds and even silage 
their milk ts poor in the antiscorbutic 
principle, but in the spring, when they 
begin to get out on the pastures, their 
milk immediately becomes a better pro- 
tector against scurvy. 
If a nursing mother eats plenty of 
fresh vegetables, fruit, and fresh meat, 
her milk contains more of the scurvy 
preventive. If she eats less of these 
foods and more dried food and preserved 
meats, her milk contains less of it. 
Although milk fs a fair antiscorbutic, 
it is less valuable as such than raw 
fruits and vegetables, according to Drs. 
T. B. Osborne and L. B. Mendel. The 
vitamine which prevents scurvy does not. 
stand heating or drying well. For in- 
stance, it is less abundant in pasteurized 
milk, boiled milk, condensed milk, and 
dried milk than in unheated liquid milk. 
There is considerable of it in fresh raw 
meat, but a good deal less in the same 
meat after it has been cooked. 
Cooked thoroughly, there is very little 
of it left. 
There is less in dried vegetables than 
in fresh ones. Much depends on how the 
drying is done. If dried quickly, consid- 
erable of it.is saved. Hess and Unger 
found that old potatoes contained very 
little of it, though new potatoes contained 
considerable. Old carrots had consider- 
ably less than fresh ones. 


In fact, so rapidly is this principle lost 
that as between eating properly dried

of the other vitamines are so unstable 
as this one.

OG cholera is now appearing in 
herds near Wheatori, Ill. Acco 
ing to reports from farmers, the 
disease is rapidly spreading ¢rom 
farm to farm. This outbreak in Du 
Page country serves as a warning to 
every farmer in the middle west. 

Little trouble has been experienced 
with this disease for several months. 
This is due to some extent to the fact 
that the average pork producer is 
paying more attention to preventive 
measures now than ever before. 
Wherever an outbreak occurs in a 
community, neighbors should vaccin- 
ate immediately. Farmers can often 
save thousands of dollars’ worth of 
hogs by warning their neighbors as 
s00n as there is any indication that a 
drove is infected. 
-The sign “ Hog Cholera” should be 
tacked on the front gate of every farm 


where hogs are infected with this des- 

tructive disease. 
It never pays to delay vaccination 
and run the risk of losing a whole 
drove. The cost of one lost hog would 
pay for vaccination of the drove. Un 


less the farmer is particularly wan 
skilled in the work of vaccinating hogs 
he should secure the services of a’ 


competent veterinarian.
